CARE OF HORSES. 


Bow th* WiM Varmer Should Treat Them 


Owing the Gold Month*. 


Many persona who keep horses seem 


to think when they have furnished sta- 
bling and food, they have done their 
whole duty. It should be remembered 
that imperfect cleaning is one of the 
chief causes of disability. In the case 
of stock running ia yards and lodging 
in sheds, grooming is a disability. The 
reason of this is, animals being exposed 
continually to the weather, Nature fur- 
nishes » scurf coat next the skin which 
protect* the cuticle and prevents the 
changes of the weather from being se- 
riously felt. In this the animal is sup- 
posed not to labor to such a degree as 
to cause violent perspiration, since this 
would cause a breaking up of this nat- 
ural scurf. 


Where animals arc kept in a stable 


this must not only be broken up but 
eliminated. This is done by a careful 
but thorough use of tlie curry-comb 
and brush. It is not simply necessary 
that the animals should be cleaned of 
outside dirt. The dandruff itself mn*t 
be cleaned from the hair and the hair 
left bright. 


In the case of brood marcs, confined 


in boxes or stalls at night and turned 
out daily for exercise, grooming is not 
necessary. 
But 
sufficient 
cleaning 


should be given to keep the hair from 
filth. Plenty of bedding is the best 
thing for this. Horses, old and young, 
that have their liberty will roll in the 
snow or in the straw and thus clean 
themselves superficially. 


Growing colts contined in the stable 


must have daily grooming and exor- 
cise. Yet how many persons, because 
a colt happens to be particularly nice, 
pamper and coddle it, and keep it with- 
out exercise. The fact is the growing 
horso should have all the exercise he 
will naturally take, and this will be a 
great deal if he be allowed his own 
way. 
The horse is an animal of labor 


or else of little worth. In rearing him 
the exercise should be the nature of the 
work which he is to perform in aftot- 
life. 
It ia the bone, sinew, muscle, 


lungs and heart of the horse that con- 
stitute his chief value, and more and 
more so the faster the work he is ex- 
pected to perform. 
If the foundation 


be not laid in the first two years of his 
life great excellence need not bo ex- 
pected.— CMcai/o Tribune. 


SOIL ASSISTANCE. 


Improving th* Soil by a Proper Sy»tein of 


Judicious Draln»K». 


The acquirement of knowledge will 


naturally induce us to seek by art to 
assist or even to improve upon nature, 
and well considered preferences will 
be accorded to certain cultures and 
breeds of cattle, while into the soil 
will be introduced those elements of 
fertility in which it has been proved to 
be deficit. 
Sufficient attention will be 


paid to drainage; the necessity of free- 
ing tl'a land from an excess of water 
being even greater than the introduc- 
tion of fertilizing elements; for al- 
though under the proper conditions 
the latter will undoubtedly increase 
the quality and value of the drops, too 
much water will effectually prevent 
us from drawing any crops at all. 
Nothing, therefore, can be done with 
land anywhere, if it be not properly 
drained where there is too much moist- 
ure, or properly irrigated whovi) the 
necessary natural water supply is not 
forthcoming. 


It is because of the vital impor- 


tance of this question that we are 
thus emphatic at this early stage. 
To ascertain whence an excess of 
water proceeds is not by any means 
a matter of difficulty; a very damp 
climate, a spongy and retentive soil, 
the existence of underground springs- 
all these, or any of them, may be, the 
causes of disastrous effects, which can 
be easily remedied by those possessed 
of such knowledge as wo have attempt- 
ed to describe. 
In the first of the cnscs 


named the evil may be overcome by 
ordinary surface drainage, but in the 
second it is only after ascertaining the 
true composition of the soil that we can 
effect such mixtures with other soil, or 
combinations with lime or sand, an may 
suggest themselves as necessary; while 
in the third case the construction of 
ilcep under-drains alone will carry oft 
the water from the substrata without 
allowing it to reach the surface. 


Wherever there exists a faulty or c-im- 


less system of drainage no correct es- 
timate of the agricultural value of a 
property can possibly be formed; for, 
although from its excessive dampness a 
soil may remain unproductive, it iniiy, 
nevertheless, contain all thn necessary 
elements of fertility.— Wyatfs

Receiver Thomas M. Cooley, of the 


Wabaeh lines east of Mississippi, has 
been called upon officially in Chicago for 
:he purpose of ascertaining whether he 
was enabled to run hie lines without the 
great deficit which had been predicted 
by the Gould-Dillon-Sage ring. 
The 


Inter-Ocean says Receiver Cooley had 
reported to Judge Gresham that his net 
earnings for the month of January last 
were $135,000. This too, was his first 
month, and he had not had time to make 
such economic arrangements as he may- 
do in the future. Judge Cooley was very- 
well pleased with his progress so far, and 
thought he had organized as good a staff 
as was to be found. His treasurer's re- 
port for the week ending March 5 inet., 
showed a balance in bank to his credit of 
some $504,335, which did not look like 
bankruptcy. Referring to railroad busi- 
ness in general, Judge Cooley said that 
matters were dull owing to the antici- 
pated effects of the inter-state commerce 
law, and would remain so for some time 
to come. He was waiting for several in- 
ventories and other matters from the old 
receivers, Humphreys and Tntt, before \ 
he could make up his first formal report I 
to be filed in court.
